UNION [TRACTION REFUSES TO 


Makes Answer to Petition for Manda- 
mus to Compel It to Place Its Tracks 
Lower—Declares the Drainage Canal

The Drainage ‘Commissioners deny that 
the river's level has been fowered to any 
such extent as three feet, and the city offi- 
cials stand by their position expressed in 
their prayer for a mandamus. The matter 
is now clearly before the courts 

Denies Interest in Tunnels. 

So far as the petition of the city relates to 
the Washington and La Salle street tunnels 
the company replied that it had no interest 


operate a double track through the tunnels 
for twenty years from Feb. 1, 1886, but that 
they were the property of the city. In these 
cases the city officials realize that they have 
a difficult case, but are more hopeful of the 
attempt to force the traction company to 
lower the Van Buren street tunnel, which is 
the property of the company. 


Commerce Not Threatened. 

_ While contending that the Drainage Canal 
is responsible for whatever disadvantage 
shipping has been put to in the Chicago 
River, the answer states that the lake com- 
merce of Chicago is not threatened by the 
tunnels and denies that it is being diverted to 
other ports. 

The traction company charges that the 
plans for river improvement have not been 
submitted to the Secretary of War or to the 
Chief Engineer and denies that the work of 
deepening the river is proceeding under the 
direction of the ‘federal government. It 
states that when the government made pro- 
vision for the river improvement it was upon

After shooting his wife while she stood in 
the doorway of their home, Joseph Sedele- 
cak, a woodworker, living at 1033 West Notth 
avenue, yesterday afternoon turned the 
weapon upon himself and sent a bullet into 
his right temple.

The shooting took place shortly after 1 
o'clock, and was witnessed y Sedelecak's 
two children, who were playing in the kitchen 
at the time. The father, after shooting his 
wife, turned on the children, but they ran 
from the room. 

The shooting attracted a number of per- 
sons, who ran to the house just as Sedelecak 
turned the weapon upon himself. 

„I shot her because I could not live with- 

out her,” sald Sedelecak as he was being 
taken to the hospital. : 

According to Mrs. Sedelecak, she and her 
husband separated two weeks ago, and since 
that time Sedelecak has attempted to force 
his way into her home on several occasions. 

The injured man is 34 years of age and em- 
ployed in a piano factory.

Russia is determined to use tts powerful iin 
fluence toward bringing about peace in Chi

make war upon China. 

Whether or not any of the other powers bul 
Russia and the United States withdraw from 
Pekin, these two governments propose td 
do so. They will then suggest the appoint 
ment of envoys to be sent to China for the 
purpose of negotiating peace -and settling 
the question of indemnity and all others ir« 
“volved In the Chinese problem. 


Will Not Leave Chinese Soil. 4 

The withdrawal from Pekin of the United 
States and Russia does not mean that thes 
two nations will leave Chinese soil with 
thelr forces until they are satisfied that 
China is a safe place for foreigners, and 
that treaty and international rights will be 
guaranteed. With an army at Tien Tsin 
will de an easy matter to reach Pekin by 
force, if necessary, but Russia and the 
United States are now convinced that the 
withdrawal from Pekin is the speediest way 
in which to bring about a N condition 
in China. 

It is believed that Li Huse Chang has 
been notified of the action of Russia, and he 
will communicate this information to the 
Emperor. With the withdrawal of Russia 
and the United States it is quite probable 
that Great Britain and Japan will follow 
the footsteps of the e taking the 
initiative. 


It is also believed France and Germany 
will fall into line, as the diplomats here do 


not see how Germany or any other govern- 


ment can afford to remain in Pekin under 
the circumstances. When Harl Li advises, 
the Emperor that all the foreigners have 
left the capital it is the judgment in admin- 
istration circles that the Emperor will lose 
no time in returning to the Imperial Palace, - 


which has been desecrated by the allies” 
marching through its sacred portals.

This dispatch is of a most encouraging 
nature, as it indicates that some of the Min- 
isters of the imperial government are dis- 
posed to return. Secretary Root was asked 
the significance of the proposed return of 
Prince Ching. He said it indicated that the 
imperial. government desired fo return to 
Pekin and that it had sent back ong the 
most brilliant and progressive Ministers to 
look over the, situation, 

The presence of a man of Prince Ching’s 
standing and progressiveness would, he said, 
encourage the nations to believe the Em- 
peror is not entirely controlled by the Em- 
press and that there Is a disposition to allow 
the pro-foreign element of the Chinese gov- 
ernment to come to the front. 

The arrival of Russian, German, French, 
and Italian troops at Pekin is not, in the 
opinion of administration officials, of much 
significance. It does not indicate that the 
troops are there to make war upon China, 
but the carrying out of the original ideas of 
sending large bodies of troops to China. 


Som e Suspicion of Russia. 
While Russia, through its officials, has 


declared that it desires only peace in China, 
and declares that it will not possess itself of 
any Chinese territory, and whfe the United 
States has accepted in good faith all that 
Russia has done and promises to do, at the 
same time there is a suspicion it is playing 
a clever diplomatic game. 


It is known that Li Hung Chang, whe. 


exerts immense influence at the imperial 
court of China, is extremely friendly to 
Russia, and there is a suspicion that a secret 
agreement has been entered into between 
Earl Li and the Russian government which 
will receive the approval of the Chinese E-

August Drahams, Chaplain-in-Chief and

born in Pomerania, Prussia, March 4, 1849. 
He arrived in this country when a child, 
and entered Company B. Seventeenth IIli- 
nois Cavalry, at the age of 14 years, and 
served to the close of the war. He received 
an autographic letter of thanks from Major 
General John Pope for meritorious service, 
and was recommended by Generals Sher- 
man, Rosecrans, and Pope for the military 
academy at West Point when mustered out. 

John A. Wilkins, Surgeon General, was 
born in Delaware, O., on Sept. 4, 1844. At 
the outbreak of the war he left school to 
enlist as a private in the Ohio State infantry. 
In 1862 he joined a cavalry regiment from his 
own State. Shortly after this he was pro- 
moted to the rank of Sergeant of cavalry. 
He served in the army of the Tennessee 
through all its campaigns. After the close 
of the war he studied medicine in his native 
town. He has held many offices in the Grand 
Army of the Republic, being for some time 
Commander of the Delaware post. From 
1884 to 1886 he was a member of the Ohio 
Senate and was for some time Surgeon Gen- 
eral of the Department of Ohio,

General Miles Sees the Battle. 


There were many of the distinguished vis- 
itors to Chicago that witnessed the sham 
fight, but they were scattered through the 
vast crowd, and Colonel W. H. Harper oc- 
cupied the distinguished guests’ stand in 
solitary grandeur until he got too lonesome 
and. ordered the police to let in all the peo- 
ple the stand would hold. Lieutenant Gen- 
eral Nelson A. Miles saw the spectacle from 
a carriage. General Joseph Wheeler, Com- 
mander-in-Chief Shaw, and other notables 
were also present. 

The battle began a few minutes before 4 
o'clock. It was preceded by a review of the 
troops who were to engage in the fight. The 
First Regiment, headed by its band and un- 
der the command of Colonel J. B. Sanborn, 
was the first to come on the field, entering 
the oval from the south and marching en- 
tirely around the great open space. As they 
passed the north end of the grounds the Sec- 
ond Regiment, marching behind its red- 
coated band, swung into line, commanded 
by Colonel James Stuart. The First II- 
nois Cavalry, commanded by Colonel E. C. 
Young, brought up the left of the line. The 
commands passed the grand stand and then 
swung into regimental front on the east 81 
of the field.

Four gatling guns, two to each regiment, 
followed the advance line of skirmishers 
and rattled away ata lively rate. The com- 
panies advanced by rushes, the men run- 
ning for thirty or forty yards and then 
faling to the ground and firing until the 
next rush was made. 

When the battle line had advanced almost 
three-fourths of the way across the fleld the 
cavalry came to life-again, and, headed by 
Troop A, made a charge around the left 
flank, and coming in on the rear of the de- 
fending party captured it, horse, foot, and 
dragoons. Captain Ford and his pelicemen 
almost spoiled the hard-earned victory by 
arresting the gallant cavalrymen for riding 
on the grass, but they finally decided to be 
captured. 

Then to the music of The Star Spangled 
Banner,“ played by the Second Regiment 
band; which had dashed valiantly to the 
front under a heavy volley of sweet smiles 
from all the pretty girls along the oval, the 
great battle came to an end and was de-

After four months of the roughest rough- 
ing it that he has experienced in Alaska, C. 
F. Periolat is home from that country with 
$165 worth of gold nuggets in his pocket, 
some splendid 5 of Alaskan furs, 
and with plans $60,000 cyanide plant 
to be established next year on Yakata, a 
Beach. Incidentally he is refuting the 
stories of a few weeks ago that he was lost- 
in Alaskan wilds, and in doing so tells of 
waiting for, eight weeks on the sands of 
Yakataga until the storms so subsided that 
his party could reach the Seattle boats, 

Mr. Periolat is brown and rugged, and as 
he sat in his office in the Masonic Temple 
yesterday afternoon, with piles of skins, and 
heads, and antlers around him, he locked 
the modern Nimrod that he is not. 

Was His Fourth Trip. ; 
Last May, with James Burns of New Tork, 
Arthur Custer of Salt Lake City, ex-Con- 
gressman T. S. Singheiser of Idaho, and 
George F. Wilson of Spokane, Wash., Mr. 
Periolat started for Alaska for the fourth 
time. He came back more than ever confi- 
dent that Alaska is a great country; that 
there is no gold anywhere off the coast, and 
that the coal and petroleum wealth of that 
peninsula will one day exceed the gold out- 
put. He is convinced that the Standard Oil 
company already is operating in a ten-foot 
ledge of anthracite coal twenty-five miles 
‘back from Cook's Inlet, and he says that | 
there are lakes in the mountains with crude. ~ 
petroleum eighteen inches deep floating on 

the surface. 


To Build Cyanide Plant. 

I can say that I am not booming any sec- 
tion of that country,“ said Mr. Periolat. 
With others, some of them Chicago men, 
I am interested in Yakataga Beach, and we 
shall establish a cyanide plant there to cost 
$60,000. We shall do this next sumraer if 
possible; if not, we will complete it later. 
There is no harbor nearer than fifty miles 
of the beach, and at times storms break for 
weeks on that coast until a landing cannot 
be made by boats. The reports that I was 
lost came from the fact that we had to wait 


eight weeks there for d‘wessel to take~us off. 
On this beach ar gold only.

The cyanide process only Will save it. Our 
visit was to determine whether gold is there 
in quantities to justify the establishment of 
a plant, This is proved and we have claims 
to a tract that should be valuable. It will . 
be easily worked, as the gold is sifted 
through the sands in veins and potkets.

Little Gold in the Interior. 


“There is no gold in the interior of 
Alaska. I saw parties of miners who had 
been there prospecting for three years and 
who had not a dollar. The Copper River 
district is worthless for gold. Not $10 worth 
has come out of it this It is rich in 
copper, but it would not pay to take it out 
now. | | 

One of these days Alaska will supply 
much of the anthracite coal for all the West. 

A British company, ostensibly, is working 

a ten-foot vein back of Cook's Inlet, and 
200 men are driving a tunnel two miles into 
the hill to reach it. Yet it is almost a cer- 
tainty that these men are really working for 
the Standard Oil company. Oil fields will | 
also be developed in Alaska. In those moun- — 
tain lakes oil lies from six to eighteen inches 
deep on the surface. These deposits are all 
in the vicinity of the Chilkat River.

Corbett is a fine statue of the boxer. There 
is not an awkward line in him. Every 
muscle is a model of grace. Watch him as 
he steps about, trying the floor of the ring 
and bumping up against the ropes.

His stride 
is as long and easy as the stride of a thor- 
oughbred horse. 

MeCoy is big. He looks like a real heavy- 
McCoy walks around and 
tries the ring, too. He wants to know just 
how springy the padded floor is, so as to 
judge the kind of footwork he must do. Now 
he is bumping against the ropes, throwing 
himself against them with all his weight 
and finding how far the spring of the top 
rope will throw him. That's a mighty good 
‘thing to know, for often when you rush a 
man backward against the ropes you can nail 
him as he bounces out. 

Both men are anxious,-but McCoy seems 
to be the more nervous of the two. He can't 
stand still in his commer, but walks up and 
down the east side of the ring glaring at 
Corbett and waiting for the sound of the 
gong. There it is. | 

Round 1—McCoy dashes in and makes the 
first feint at Corbett and follows him, as 
Jim jumps away, round and round the ring. 
He makes a left lead for the head, but Jim 
easily steps back from it. McCoy leads 
again for the head, but Corbett blocks him 
and is short on his return blow. Jim makes 
a left lead for the head. but McCoy easily 
blocks him. Then the Kid makes a left hook 

for Jim’s jaw, but it is far short. Now 
Corbett begins stepping in, feints a moment, 
and sends a left hook for the jaw, but he is 
out of distance and the Kid blocks him. 
They are both anxious—too nervous to do 
any harm. 

Round 2—Corbett is on the aggressive this 
time, but McCoy, while backing away, soon 
stops his feinting and makes a wicked left 
swing for the belly which is short. Corbett 
backs him into an off corner and misses 
his swing for the head. McCoy jumps at 
Corbett with two left swings in quick suc- 


‘cession which land lightly high on the chest. 


McCoy rushes Corbett to an off corner, 
swinging left and right, but they are both 
short and Jim comes back at him with a 
light left hook on the jaw. McCoy runs into. 
a clinch and Corbett holds him safe. As 
they are breaking, Referee Charlie White 
says, Let go, Jim! and then Corbett gives 
McCoy a little left hook in the short ribs 
before they part. They are both sparring 
hard, but neither is doing any damage. 

Round 83—McCoy makes a feint for the 
head with his left and sends a right hook to 
the short ribs, sticking his left elbow out in 
front of him as he goes in. Charley White 
breaks the clinch and warns McCoy not to 
use his elbow at close quarters. It is fast 
work and neither has yet done any harm. 
Corbett has done the more aggressive work. 
He is cutting out the pace most of the time.

Round 4—Corbett is on the aggresive. He 
rushes to a clinch. Corbett rushes again in 
the fastest fighting I have ever seen be- 
tween big men, and lands a left hook on the 
short ribs and right hook on the jaw. As 
they break away Corbett rushes with a per- 
fect storm of lefts and rights to the body 
and jaw and dazes McCoy. Corbett rushes 
McCoy across the ring. McCoy clinches. 
Corbeté rushes McCoy and bangs him on 
body and jaw with hooks, jabs, and upper- 
cuts.

The Democrats have put ina 
few pünctuation marks, a comma here, a 
colon there, sometimes an exclamation point, 
and in 18092 a full stop. And now these same 
gentlemen are trying to do something, but

Reforming Non-Resident Broker Evil. 


* of the principal officers of the associa- 
tion, of the broker question, said: 
= The tone of this convention is most con- 
servatiye on reforming many abuses in the 
insurance business of a local agent that are 
directly attributable to the non-resident 
broker. Nevertheless a strong determina- 
tion is manifested that the non-residents 
and foreign brokers’ field must be curtailed. 
The reform must be gradual, but we intend 
right now to lay the foundation for a new 
era in insurance brokerage. 

“In the first place, there should be pro- 
vided regular rules and uniform percentages 
for non-resident brokers and a limit placed 
on the territory in which risks may be 

laced. Property owned in Chicago should 
85 written through a local agent there, but 
the exception might be made if the owner 
resided in New York. 

„The trouble with the non-resident broker 
is that he places only what he must in the 
licensed tariff companies, the rest is dis- 
tributed among wildcat concerns at cut 
rates. In this way the broker makes 
a big commission. In case of a loss 
by fire the responsible companies pay 
up. Theothers may default, but as his client 
has received some money the broker’s repu- 


tation is not entirely lost, and he continues | 


to do business. This movement is not in- 
tended to eliminate undesirable brokers, but 
to make them amenable to the laws and con- 
ditions that all honest companies and rep-. 
utable local agents have to observe and com- 
ply with.“ 

E. W. Wilson of Salt Lake City presented a 
resolution requesting the President of each 
of the State associations to send to the Na- 
tional Secretary, quarterly, the names of all 
insurance companies operating in their re- 
spective States and their standings. The 
list is to be.bulletined and circulated among 
local agents in all parts of the United States.

AMERICAN AND CANADIAN 
TRADERS FIGHT TO GET 


BUSINESS OF INDIANS. 


Battle Takes Place in the Great Slave 
Lake District and One of the Men 
from the States Is Fatally Wounded 
—Several Others Hurt. 


Winnipeg, Man., Aug. 30.—American and 
Canadian traders in the Great Slave Lake 
district have had a fight over the trade with 
the Indians. The Americans, it was charged, 
smuggled large quantities of supplies in and 
were thus enabled to undersell the Canadi- 


‘ans. They also furnished whisky to the In- 


dians, who, after a good trapping season, 
had plenty of skins to trade. 

The Edmonton traders, furious at losing 
their trade, sent a committee to notify the 
Americans to retire. The latter declined, 
and in a flerce altercation that ensued some 
one fired & shot. Shooting at once became 
general, the Indians siding with the Amcri- 


cans. 


The Americans, who numbered about fif- 


teen, finally fled to the 


timber. One of 


them, August Briese, said to come from 
Seattle, was fatally wounded and several 
of his compantons were less seriously hurt. 

Mounted police have been sent to the scene. 
It is feared the Indians may become restless 
and an outbreak ensue. The trouble oc- 
curred three weeks ago, and it will be some 
time before more newe'can come.

Seattle, Wash., 80.—[Spectal.}—The 
steamship Senator, which arrived today 
from Nome, reports the murder on the Si- 
berian coast of F. Scott Morrison of 118 
Chicago, by na- 

ves. 


\ 
Morrison was a 8 on the schooner 
Edith, which left Nome in August on a 
trading and prospecting expedition. The 
Persons then aboard the vessel were Mor- 
rison, Captain Gilley, End Edward Foregren. 
An Indlan, named Sam, was employed, and 
the boat was navigated to the Russian side, | 
where it arrived last Friday, three weeks 
ago. 

That afternoon was spent li making ex- 
changes with the natives, who appeared to 
be friendly and peaceable. In the evening 
the traders fetired aboard their vessel. Some 
few minutes later the report of a gun, dis- 
charged from the shore, was heard. Pre- 
sently a second shot was fired, and Morrt- 
son was wounded. 

A cursory examination proved that a rifle 
bullet had penetrated the starboard side 
of the schooner and entered the left groin 
of the wounded man. In order to secure 
medical treatment the anchor was weighed 
and the vessel was started on its course 
for American territory. At 5 * the 
following morning Morrison died. 


F. Scott Morrison, ‘eh Chicagoan killed 
by the Siberians, has been in Alaska for 
two years. He was accompanied on his 
last trip by his step-son, H. C. Heisler. 
Nothing has been heard of Mr. Heisler and 
his friends are anxious about his fate. Mor- 
rison was the owner of twelve mining-claims 
in the Cape Nome district. He went to 
Cape Nome two years ago and located the 
claims, intending to return this spring and 
work them. Before he became a prospector 
Morrison was a stationary engineer in Chi- 
cago. He was born in Michigan thirty- 
seven years ago. Recently he had lived in 
Chicago, coming here from Omaha, Neb. He 
left a widow and five step-children. . |

SCRAPE OFF THE BARNACLEs. 
The Finance committee of the Council 
has cut out three and one-third million 
dollars from the amount appropriated last 
March for city expenses. Of this sum 
$1,694,000 is taken from the appropriation 
Against the general tax levy, which is to 
be reduced by the decrease in the assessed 
Valuation. The remainder is taken out 
ef the appropriations against the water 
fund revenues, which are already heavily 
mortgaged. ‘These economies are made at 
the expense of public improvements, such 
as bridges, Which are greatly needed. 


The chairman of the committee is quot -- 


ed as saying: “If we can get along now 
it means we have less than ever to spend 
for operating expenses. I doubt whether 
me can doit.” He who speaks of “ operat- 
ing expenses” uses seven syllables to say 
What might be said in two—* pay roll.” 
If the revenues of the city fall as much 
below what it was once thought they would 
be, as is expected now, there will be less 
than ever to spend in salaries and wages.

Full recognition was given to the fact that 
they had won victories of their own during 
the preceding months and years, and that 
the strength of the Spanish army in Cubs 
had been materially reduced by their efforts. 
In the Philippine Islands the natives had 
also been in rebellion the year before, but 
leaders had chosen to let themselves be 
bought off with a large sum of Spanish 
money, and had laid down their arms. 
Aguinaldo had withdrawn to Hongkong to 
live on the interest of his Spanish money, 
while Gomes and his followers continued to 
fight and suffer in Cuba. The difference be- 
tween these two leaders is typical of the 
difference between the Cuban and the Phil- 
ippine situations in other respects. 

Aside from the merits and the circum- 
stances of the two cases, there is also the 
radical difference in existing conditions. 
Guba is one island, with a homogeneous 
population, speaking one language. The 
Philippines are a group of a thousand is- 
lands, occupied by at least eighty tribes, 
whose people speak more than a score of 
different languages. The tribes range from 
semi-civilization to complete savagery, and 
many of them are bitterly hostile to each 
other. Anything like political unity by vol- 
untary association is impossible under such 


conditions. |

SENATOR DAVIS’ THREE GOOD POINTS. 

Three strong points were made by Sena- 
tor Davis in his excellent address delivered 
at the Hamiltan club banquet on Wednes- 
day night. One of them relates to the 
declaration of Democratic principles in the 
Kansas City platform. This declara- 
tion,” said the Senator, “‘ does not denounce 
the administration of President McKinley 


achievements.” 

There is the Democratic platform in a 
few words. The administration which it 
éondemns has enacted laws which have 
filled the Treasury with revenue and have 
protected American industry, This is 
deemed wrong by Bryan Democrats.

It did not have an “ unques- 
tionable title to the territory it lost when 
the northeastern boundary dispute was set- 
tled. It did not have such a title to Hawaii 
when the flag was hauled down there.

They were acquired 
by a treaty ratified by the Senate. The 
sovereignty of the United States over them 
is recognized by the whole civilized world.

And yet the Democrats insist that the 
United States shall withdraw from the 
Philippines because there is an insurrection 
there against its authority. This, said 
Senator Davis, “is simply a declaration 
of the right of secession and rebellion at 
mere will and without cause.”

“Annie Etheridge was born in Michigan,

sin. When the war broke out she was visit- 
ing in Detroit, and at once volunteered to 
go to the front with the Second Michigan 
as regimental nurse. Soon she was trans- 
ferred to the Third Michigan, and when its 
three years’ term of enlistment was over 
she, with the re#nlisted veterans, joined 
the Fifth Michigan. Between her and the 
soldiers there sprang up a degree of affec- 
tion which was touching.

Patrick Flynn Rushes Through Flames

Fifteen horses were liberated by 
Patrick Flynn, a watchman, but the flames 
cut him off from the others and they were 
burned in their stalls. The animals turned 
loose scattered through the neighborhood in 
a stampede and at a late hour this morning 
had not been captured.
